During Nationalist bombings of Communist-held Tsinan (captured on 24 

September 1948). two large cotton mills ~- the Cheng Feng and Cheng Ta -- 
were completely destroyed, Un 19 and 20 October the railroad metal plant 
in the western suburb was destroyed and more than 150 workers were killed, 


Factories and mills cannot resume operations because persons formerly in 
charge have left Tsinan, and much machinery and equipment were destroyed 
duing the bombings. lowever, there are about 2,000 workers and some 50 to 
60 Japanese technicians, formerly employed by the Nationalist Government, 
working in a railroad plant ia the western suburb of Tsinan. This plent, 
operating from 2 p.m. to 6 p.m. daily, produces locomotive parts. 


There is no valuable cargo being shipped into Tsinan other than sugar and 
paper. There is a large quantity of wheat flour in Tsinan, but the export 
of flour is restricted. 


On 2 October HSU Shiheyu (2 tt 2), Communist mayor of Tsinan*, consulted 
with high-ranking officials of the Bureau of Business Administration and 
leading businessmen of Tsinan. During the meeting it was decided to carry 
on free trade and to enforce strict restrictions on exports. 


The iureau of Business idministration offers high prices for dyestuffs, 
rubber-soled shoes, rubber tires, medicine and arms.
